Hello Dan, 

Thank you for making those arrangements. There is an error in the map. You 
have the entrance for carpool at the driveway entrances that are only used for 
emergencies, not the primary gate entrance just wet of there. So, it appears as if 
the entrance will be blocked off. What we'll have to do, as you can see in the 
attached map, is to have families completely reverse carpool. Take a look at the 
one dated 8-6-17 that we've use all year versus the temporary map to see what I 
mean.

I'm not sure, because this is not my area of expertise, however, if it's just one person, 
redirecting people, I would think they'll need to stand between the corner of Cherokee and Selma Ave 
to direct parents to loop around via Schrader and Hollywood Boulevard to be able to enter on 
Cherokee. 

I hope that this inconvenience does mean that when we're back to school for 
orientation on August 21, the construction is done and will make for a safer 
entrance at our school gate.
